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TAX PRIVILEGES, HOT INDUSTRIES 


Congressman Hall of Missouri estimates 
the cost of the woolen, cotton, iron and 
steel schedules of the McKinley law at 
$387,000,000 annually, not including the 
duties collected at the Custom-houses, 
which amount to about §68,000,000, 

As most of the imports on which duties 
are levied are artiéles of necessity, it fol- 
lows that the poor must pay the bulk of 
this enormous tax. Practically ,everything 
the poor man buys is taxed, and heavily 
taxed. A large part of his little income 
is absorbed for the support of government 
if hé buys imported goods. If he lives on 
domestic products he supports the class of 
privileged monopolists upon whom has 
been conferred: the power to levy tribute 
upon the masses, At the same time the 
rich, whose expenditures are largely for 
articles of ‘luxury, escape with a com- 
paratively small burden. 

For this reason it should be the aim of 
Government to reducé the énustoms duties 
tous low wicvel as posstbie. * fo make up. 
for the deficit an income tax should be 
imposed upon all incomes which are the 
return to privilege rather than labor; that 
is, all incomes above what is needed to 
support an average family.

A few days ago some Russian victs, 
who had escaped from Siberia, 1 at 
San Francisco, They claim the pital-. 
ity of the United States on the ase 
that they are political offenders and there+ 
fore not subject to extradition. . ~ 

The treaty with Russia provides that 
offenders of this class shall not be extra- 
| dited, but it also provides that an attempt 
upon the life of the Ozar, successful or 
| unsuccessiul, shall be considered a non- 
political offense, It is to be ccnsidered 
murder, and the accused may be returned 
to Russia on that ground. As all political 
offenses are construed in Russia as at- 
tempts upon the life of the Ozar it will be 


‘oe 


refuge for men who are working for a 
mitigation of the M uscovite tyranny. 

It is possible that an early test of this 
treaty will be had. The refugees now ip 
San Francisco will no doubt be demanded 
by the Ozar’s Government, and if they can 
show that they were condemned for polit- 
ical offenses the provisions of the treaty 
will have to be interpreted by our Govern- 
ment, If the interpretation is in harmony 
with the dictates of humanity, no 
protest will be heard from the Amer- 
ican people. If, on the hand, we 
give up the unfortunates without tak- 
ing precautions against the barbarity 
of the Russian criminal code an outcry will 
be raised which will not subside until the 
treaty is abrogated or materially changed. 
There is grave question whether any treaty 
of extradition should be negotiated with a 
Government like Rissia. But there is no 
doubt at allthatif therg is'a treaty it 
should be grounded on doctrines which do 
not outrage the sense of humanity and 
civilization.

Attendances at the Manual Trainivg 
Echool—A Few Places Still Vacant. 

While the Second-year class is greater than 
ever before (120 students) ,the First-year class 
which entered last September is smaller than 
usual, numbering only 100 pupils, hence ther¢ 
ig room for some twenty more. 

This shortage in the elementary class is 
due: first to the financial stringency, and 
secondly to a general impression that the at- 
tendance is already at its maximum—an jm- 
pression justified by the record of the last 
two years. 

Accordingly the Director wishes it under- 
stood that he can receive twenty more boys into 
the First-year class. These new boys must be 
prepared to enter upon the work already in 
progress: thatisto say, they must Know as 
much Algebra and as much English (or 
Latin, if they wish to continue Latin), as the 
boys who entered the school in September. 
In Drawing and Shop-work the new-comers 
will be started anew in a division by them- 
selves ifthey appear on or before Nov. 20. 
Students from good high schools will be re- 
cefved on certificate; but they will be ex- 
amined in Algebra through Division.

The Weapon Found Buried in a Tree ia 
an Out-of-the-Way Place on the Ac 
cused’s Farm— Attempt to Fasten the 
Crime on the Aged Fermer—Heppen- 
ings in East &t.

The body of August Voudrie, who was 
shot and Killed at Pittsburg Lake, near 
Belleville, Oct. 17, is to,be exhumed.

CURSE OF EDUCATION. 


Men of Mental Abliity Who Can Find No 
Employment 


From the Saturday Review. a 
Ever since the enormous enlargement nu- 
merically of the English universities there can 
be little doubt that the value ofa degree has 
gone down commercially. The number of 
first-class men seeking work and finding 
none ig a sorry comment on the development 
ofthe English university system. If this is 
true of the first-class, what must be the lot 
of the second, the third andthe pass man? 


The learned professions, infact, are over- 
crowded, The cause of this anhappy crowd- 
ing ofthe marketfor brain laborers is not 
far to seek. 

An immense number of persons who 
former times, would have worked with their 
hands, as their fathers did before them, are 
being educated to work with their heads. 
There is a general leveling up of the social 
4 grades if you look at it optimistically. The 
son of the artisan becomes a clerk; the son 
of the clerk aspires to teach in a school; the 
son of the school teacher aspires to go to Ox- 
ford or Cambridge. Bat this leveling up is 
potan unmixed Diessing. The result is that 
we have fifty times too many clerks—200 ap- 
plied for an insignificant post advertised the 
other day—ten times too many half-educated 
teachers, and, alas! ten times too many uni- 
versit graduates turned out every year te 
cromd the ranks of the Dar, the sc cools and 
journalism and recruit the year’s crop of 
miserable and hopeless failures. 

None of these people can dig as their 
fathers did; they cannot make shop-boys or 
*busmen or crossing-sweepers. Too many of 
them can only teach or starve. It is really 
impossible to deny that a certain degree of 
inteliectual education unfits a man to work 
with his hands and earn his bread as a 
laborer. It may bethat !t ought not todo 
so, but in the present imperfect state of the 
world go It is, Therefore, somehow or other, 
places must be found for this enormous har- 
vest of tolerable scholars as schoolmasters or 
something analogous in the social scale. 
Every year the probiem is how todo itt. That 

iy em formerly the university solved by 

he fellowship system. The number of 
scholars was small, and they had a fellow- 
shipapiece. That solution is n6 longer pos- 
sible, even if it were desirable. 

Then the universities tried ignoring the 
problem altogether. They,as it were, de- 
nied liability. - Their position was: ‘*‘Our 
business is to provide facilities for those who 
wish to learn and opportunities to study for 
those who care to study. Whenour men 
have attained, by the help of our endow- 
ments, toa degree, the connection between 

terminates. They must shift for them. 
selves.’’ Theoretically, of course, this was 


‘undeniably a logical position, which they 


fairly take up, but in practice 
titey must be held responsibie, tn some de- 
gree, at least, forthe men whomthey have 
raised out of their own position ta es 
scholarships and exhibitions specially o 
fered for necessitous persons.
